To the Inhabitants of the Town of Westmoreland in the 
County of Cheshire in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Westmoreland on Tuesday, the ninth day of March, next at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects : 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing, 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


3. To hear the reports of agents and auditors and take 
any action thereto. 


4. To see if the town will vote for snow removal and 
sanding on either class 5 or 6 roads or take any other action 
relating thereto, raise and appropriate money for the same. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to apply Calcium Chloride 
or any other dust laying material to any of the gravel sections 
of the class 5 roads and appropriate money for the same. 


6. To see what sum of money in addition to what is 
required by law the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
for Highways and Bridges. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to apply for State Aid 
for State Road Construction and raise and appropriate a sum 
of money for the same, or vote for class 5 assistance for class 
5 roads and raise and appropriate the sum of $488.83 (State 
eontribution to be $1,955.33).

8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum not exceeding $200.00 for upkeep of cemeteries, to be 
expended by the Trustees of Trust Fund. 


9. To see what action the Town will take relative to 
establishing the Westmoreland and Walpole town line or take 
any other action relating thereto, and raise and appropriate 
any amount of money relating to the same. 


10. To see what sum of money if any the Town will 
raise and appropriate for upkeep of cemeteries ete. 


11. To see what sum of money if any the Town will vote 
to borrow and use in order to obtain State or Federal funds. 


12. To see what disposition the Town will vote to make 
of the income of the Johnathan Lord Fund. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to raise a sum of money 
for the support of the library. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $57.00 to the Monadnock Region Association of 
Scenic New Hampshire for issuance and distribution of printed 
matter, newspaper and magazine advertising, calling attention 
to the resources and natural advantages of the Town, in 
cooperation with the other thirty-seven towns in the Monad- 
nock Region. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $400.00 for white pine blister rust control in co- 
operation with the State Forestry and Recreation Department. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to continue its vote of 
Article 17 of 1942 Town Warrant, until such time as Fire 
apparatus maybe purchased. 


18. To see what sum of money if any the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for additional fire protection 
due to war emergency. 


19. To see what sum of money if any the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate to provide watchmen and addi- 
tional police protection due to the war emergency. 


20. Tro see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate if any for the use of the Town health 
officer and board of health due to the war emergency. 


21. To see what sum of money if any the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for any other protection due to 
the war emergency. 


22. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to be applied on the town debt or see 
what action will be taken on same. 


23. To see if the Town will vote to petition the state 
tax commission to have an audit made by the division of 
municipal accounting and to make an appropriation to cover 
the expense of such audit. 


24. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the municipal 
budget act.

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Improvements at the old iron kettle site, on the Mill Brook 
road, leading from the north to the east part of the town, 
were completed last spring. A new concrete cistern having 


an overflow (pipe) and a wooden top padlocked was built 
over the spring.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Westmoreland : 


I hereby submit my annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools: 


ORGANIZATION AND ENROLLMENT 


Two new teachers were elected to fill vacancies on the 
teaching staff:—Miss Anita Aldrich was elected to teach the 
upper grades at the Village school. Miss Aldrich has an ex- 
cellent record of successful elementary teaching experience fol- 
lowing her graduation from Keene Teachers College. Miss 
Barbara Richardson, a recent graduate of Keene Teachers 
College, was employed to fill the vacancy caused by the resig- 
nation of Miss Laura Edney at the Corner school. Because of 
the unequal distribution of pupils enrolled in the various 
erades at the Village school, a temporary readjustment was 
made with Miss Aldrich teaching grades 4-8 and Miss Lamb, 
grades 1-3. This arrangement permits of more individual at- 
tention to the pupils in the primary grades. 

Instruction in the schools is being accomphshed in ac- 
cordance with the standards for the State. Standard achieve- 
ment tests are given each year and reports are required rela- 
tive to the work completed in all grades. 

Our testing program is principally diagnostic in nature. 
The purpose is to diagnose difficulties and weaknesses which 
may occur in the fundamentals. The results are used as a 
guide to instruction and as a basis for remedial work. In 
each school a program of remedial work is developed as the 
needs of the pupils are indicated by the results of the tests. 
Attention is given to individual as well as to group needs. 

During the past year the schools in the supervisory union 
have engaged in many activities associated with the conduct 
of the war. The teachers, in addition to their regular duties, 
have directed salvage drives, promoted the sale of war savings 
stamps and bonds, participated in various phases of civilian

defense, and have conducted rationing registrations. This add- 
ed responsibility has required many extra hours of study, 
planning, and work. However, it has been accepted by the 
teachers as a patriotic duty and as an opportunity to serve the 
people in the communities where they are teaching, 


Practically all of the schools in the supervisory union took 
an active part in the salvage drive. War Savings stamps were 
on sale in most of the schools. A summary of reports received 
from all schools showed that over one hundred tons of serap 
were collected by the pupils and several thousand dollars’ 
worth of stamps and bonds were purchased. 


Teachers and janitors have been especially economical in 
the use of school supplies. Although we have not as yet been 
out of stock on any items, it is evident that certain materials 
now in stock cannot be replaced or at least cannot be pur- 
chased within the limits of reasonable economy. As we ap- 
proach this situation we must expect to restrict our needs to 
essential materials which we shall undoubtedly be able to pur- 
chase in limited quantities.

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Events of recent date have made us especially mindful of 
the safety of pupils while in the school buildings. In all of our 
schools the need for regular fire and air raid drills has been 
emphasized. Regardless of the size of building and the number 
of pupils enrolled, these drills should be conducted at regular 
intervals during the year. School buildings have been under 
constant surveillance for fire hazards, availability of exits, and 
location, supply, and condition of fire fighting equipment. 
However, not enough attention has been given to the safety 
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of pupils and adults during special programs held either in the 
school rooms or in other public buildings. In the interest of 
public safety, I recommend that the same precautions now 
taken to assure the safety of pupils while in attendance at 
school be extended to school activities, programs, and enter- 
tainments held in the school building or at the town hall. 


The shortage of teachers which became increasing appar- 
ent during the summer months has developed into a very seri- 
ous problem. The schools in the supervisory union opened for 
fall terms with nineteen new teachers. This represents a forty- 
one percent turnover. Fortunately, all vacancies were filled 
by qualified permanent teachers when school began in Sep- 
tember. The situation is further complicated in rural areas by 
the rationing of gasoline and tires and the difficulty of locat- 
ing desirable boarding places. Because of the very limited sup- 
ply, the situation next year will be even more serious. AI- 
though we cannot hope to compete with the financial induce- 
ments offered by defense industries and larger districts, we 
are fortunate that teachers as a group are professionally mind- 
ed and prefer teaching to other work. Also many teachers 
prefer to work in smaller towns if conditions can be made at 
all suitable. However, there is a limit to the sacrifice which 
they can be expected to make in view of the opportunities of- 
fered elsewhere. 2 


HEALTH 
A great deal is said these days about the importance of 
health education. The nation was shocked to find so many 
people below ordinary health standards when men were called 
into service. Wartime is no time to neglect health, in fact the 


war is proving a powerful stimulus to the improvement of 
health. 


A health program depends upon many things: good health 
habits such as adequate and proper diet, sufficient rest, and 
understanding the laws of hygiene; proper medical care, with 
regular physical examinations and periodic dental checkups; 
the correction of physical defects; the provision of suitable 
housing. All of these are the responsibility of every individual 
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and every agency in the community. The contribution of the 
school in this field may be almost unlimited. 


It is the right of every child to be helped to learn the 
fundamental rules of health. Our schools should place more 
emphasis on good health habits, a study of nutrition for all 
pupils, physical education, and the importance of regular phy- 
sical examination with remedial follow up. 


Health inspection showed the following defects: 
84 pupils were inspected. 
9 pupils were underweight. 
1 pupil showed defective vision—uncorrected. 
11 pupils showed poor posture. 
71 pupils were in need of dental care. 
14 pupils were advised to have throat-nose examination 
by a physician. 
16 pupils had enlarged neck glands. 
52 pupils were given hearing tests with the Andiometer. 
1 pupil showed a slight loss of hearing. 


Dental clinies were held at the Depot school February 24, 
1942 and the South Village May 18, 1942. Work was done as 
follows: 


Number of pupils treated, 31 
Number of pupils having teeth cleaned, 24 
Number of porcelain fillings, 6 
Number of silver fillings, 29 
Number of teeth extracted, 10 


2 pupils had tonsil and adenoid operations at a clinic. 

4 pupils were treated privately for tonsil and adenoids. 
3 pupils had their teeth cared for by their own dentist. 
1 pupil had special eye examination and defect corrected. 


MUSIC 
The school music program is progressing very favorably 
under the capable direction of Mrs. Mildred Whitcomb. 
The work in music education has been outlined and fol- 
lowed with the result that there has been much improvement in 


—~l 
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singing, most noticeable in tone, enunciation, phrasing, and pro- 
gress in rhythm, appreciation and theory as an aid to reading. 
Much of the lower grade monotone and non-singing condition 
has been eliminated. Most of all the pupils experience enjoy- 
ment and inspiration in the conscious power of increased abil- 
ity to read, sing, understand and interpret. There have been 
lessons with record playing for appreciation and rhythmic 
development. 

For graduation, in addition to the chorus, a four-part mix- 
ed Glee club was formed, also a four-part boy chorus. A pub- 
lhe Christmas program was presented in the Town Hall by 
the combined schools in which nearly all pupils participated. 
This program consisted of processionals, antiphonies, reces- 
sionals, choruses, solos, part-singing and very impressive tabe- 
leaux in costume accompanied by appropriate carols sung by 
the chorus. 


BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 


The following repairs and improvements were made at the 
school buildings during the year: 


The interior of the building at the village was completely 
redecorated. A new three-burner gas plate was installed. New 
shelves were added to the cupboard. 


At East Westmoreland a portion of the roof on the south 
side was shingled. The walls and ceiling in the kitchenette 
were painted. The gable end of the building was painted. 


Minor repairs were made as needed at the Corner and 
Depot schools. 


At all schools the windows were screened to conform with 
state recommendations for air raid protection. The pianos at 
all schools were tuned and new step ladders were purchased 
for the Village and East Westmoreland schools.

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There was a general improvement in the record of at- 
tendance and fewer cases of tardiness. The spread between 
average membership and total registration is less than last year 
indicating a decrease in transcient membership.
